its own definition is: "A co-operative association 
of advertisers, advertising agencies and publishers 
for the verification of circulation of newspaper and 
periodical members in the United States and Can- 
ada." 


It is controlled by those who buy advertising 


(manufacturing, merchandising and service com- 
panies, and their agencies) rather than those who 
sell advertising (newspapers and magazines). 


COST OF ADVERTISING 


Pick up an invoice for newspaper advertising 


and you will find that you are billed for so many 
column-inches at so much per inch. That's how it 
is billed — but that isn't how it is sold. 


The price of an inch of advertising is mean- 


ingless unless you know-what the paper's circula- 
tion is. When you know that you know the cost. 


The cost of advertising is the cost per inch per 


thousand circulation, That's the great yardstick 
by which advertising is bought and sold from coast 
to coast. The national advertisers call it "the 
milline" — the cost per line (1/14th of an inch) 
per million circulation. 
. 


Now you know why ABC audits are important. 


They verify circulation — the factor which is com- 
bined with the publisher's charge per inch to 
establish the advertising cost yardstick.
